The Deportment of State shores your concern 
for this heroic non and* has cooperated closely with 
the Swedish Government and with the Wallenberg 
family in their efforts to determine his fete. 
Secretary Vance met lost July with Mrs. Mina 
Lagergren, Mr. WalSMnberg’s sister, and assured her 
of our desire to help. Moreover, other State 
Department officers have conferred with her, with 
other family members and with Swedish officials 
on several occasions and we have voluntarily supplied 
them with a compilation of documents from our files. 
(A set of these documents is enclosed. All have 
been declassified.) Also we assisted last year in 
arranging for the Swedes to interview five prominent 
Soviet dissidents who had been exchanged for two 
Soviet spies. Unfortunately, none of the five*#** 
prisoners could confirm or lend credence to the 
possibility that Wallenberg was still alive in a 
Soviet prison camp.
